A speed of 300 miles an hour, the 
fastest time ever made by a land 
plane over a distance course, has

San Francisco. 


Col. Rescue Turner raced his 
monoplane between the two cities, 
375 miles apart, in 1 hour, 14 min- 
utes, an average of a flat 300 
miles an hour.

000 employes at the present time. 
The president said: 
"In September, 1893, President 


Washington laid the corner stone 
of the capitol. 
We meet today 
in the- course of a nationwide 
commemoration of the 200th anni- 
versary of Washington's birth to 
set, with the same trowel which 
he used one hundred and thirty- 
nine years ago, the corner stone of 
a new building for the administra- 
tion of the postal service, which 
had its origin during Washing- 
ton's administration. 
"This ceremony today has an 
especial significance to the people 
of the city of New York, for it 
was there that the government of 
the United Staes began its func- 
tions under the constitution, »nd 
there was first organized the gen- 
eral post office, as it was then 
called. 
I 
extend greetings to 


those who are assembled in that 
city today to celebrate these be- 
ginnings of our government and to 
do honor to Washington's mem- 
ory." 
Early Days Recalled. 
"In those beginning days the 
country was sparsely settled; trav- 
ed was difficult; lost offices were 
widely separated; and the postal 
service was primitive, slow and 
costly.

FIRE HAS ENDED HISTORIC 


CAREER OF OLD MISSISSIPPI 
TOWN; COURTHOUSE BURNED 


PAULDING, Miss., Sept. 26—OT 


—Fire has destroyed the 100-year- 
old courthouse here and now the 
tale of a troubled town can be 
told with ashes. 
It was just a half hearted, lazy 


blaze, yet it wrote a enitaph for 
Paulding, one of Mississippi's his- 
torically famous towns. 


The courthouse was all that re- 
mained of the splendor that was 
Paulding's in years when the fall 
of the Alamo was news. Jasper 
county built It a century ago and 
this became one of the most im- 
portant towns in the South. 
This was a 
typical 
southern 
town a hundred years ago—bigger 
than most, but typical --verthe- 
less. Then came the Irish. A col- 
ony settled nearby. 
They were 


tough-fisted Irish—men who drank 
beer from buckets and wiped their 
lips with the back of their hands. 
The Irish literally fousrht their 
way to recognition, built a little 
chapel and a big cemetery and 
eventually were accepted by the 
proud planters. 
To"»ther. 
' ey 
made Paulding a bustling city. 
Next came the railroad, but not 
through Paulding. 
The city di- 
vided on whether to gran*, a right- 
of-day and the company, anxious 
to lay its rails from Meridian to 
New Orleans, dodged the town. 


Families moved away In droves, 
about the beginning of the cen- 


tury. The Irish were the last to 
leave. 
Jasper 
county 
built 
another 


courthouse at Bay Springs and 
maintained two canitols until the 
fire ate the one here. 
Its destruction made Paulding 
as lifeless as the big Irish ceme- 
tery. 
The town 
was 
scarcely 


breathing when the fire came. Its 
streets had long since been rooted 
by hogs that wallowed in troughs 
where blooded horses once drank. 
Its mansions had tumbled, 


One of the real dramas of the 
war between the states was enact- 
ed in the old courthouse. 
Jasper 
county was to instruct its dele- 
gate to the secession convention. 
Jones county, its big neighbor, 
was loyal to th-: union and all 
Mississippi 
watched 
Jasper—and 
the nation watched Mississippi. 


The boys came in froi.. 
the 


forks of the creek and talked it 
over. The men who raised cotton 
and owned negroes were ready to 
fight anytime. Tradition says the 
Irish held their tongues for a long 
time. 
They had seen a lot of 


Civil war and they thought twice 
before they finally y£led for an- 
other fight and then retired with 
the crowd "Jasjfcr goes for se- 
cession."

ON PARCELS POSTS

Increased rates on parcel post 
mail become effective ,-Oct. 1. 


The postoffice department, call- 


ing attention to the new rates 
which are approved in February 
by the Interstate commerce com- 
mission, said today that the In- 
creases were intended to cut down 
into the annual deficit this class 
of mall has produced. Based on 
revenues 
and 
expenditures 
for 


1930, the department figured par- 
cel post was being handled at a 
net loss of $15,000,000. 


While there was a material load 
on parcels in the first three zones 
those beyond were handled at a 
profit. 
The new scales are de- 


signed to equalize the rates. No 
change Is to be made on parcels 
for local delivery. 


The increases will run from onf 
to three cents, depending on the 
weight and distance. 


The new rates are: First and 


second zones, 8 cents for the first 
pound or fraction of a pound and 
1.1 cents 
for 
each 
additional 


pound or fraction; third zone, 9 
and 2 cents, respectively; fourth 
zone 10 and 3.5 cents; fifth zone, 
11 and 5.3 cents; sixth zone, 12 
and 7 cents; seventh zone, 14 and 
9 cents; eighth zone, IS and 11 
cents. 
The postage on parcels mailed 


on rural routes for local deliv- 
ery will be 2 cents less than at 
these rates and 3 cents less when 
for other than local delivery.

THREE-JUDGE COURT 
HEARS ARGUMENTS ON 


TRUCK JNJUNCTION 


HOUSTON, Sept. 23.—(^—Argu- 


ments of attorneys in an attack 
on the Texas state railroad com- 
missioner's alleged indirect rerusa« 
to grant the Galveston Truck Line 
Corporation a permit to operate- 
in Interstate commerce over the 
highways of tho state were hsard 
today before a three judge federal 
court here. 
The court took the 


matter under advisement. 


Specifically, 
the 
corporation 


seeks to enjoin the commission and 
other 
officials from 
enforcing 
against it provisions of a state 
motor truck regulatory law which 
the company claims to have been 
declared inoperative as against in- 
terstate carriers. 


After nearly two hours of pre- 


liminary argument by counsel, Cir- 
cuit Judge J. C, Hutcheson presid- 
ing, had remarked that the ls-_ 
sues appeared to him to be involv- 
ed and somewhat confused, and 
directed that the arguments con- 
tinue so It could be seen "as the 
case develops, what Is to result." 


R. H. Markwell of Galveston, of 


the 
complainant's 
counsel, said, 


it was his contention the commis- 
sion, by failure to act on the truck 
line's application for permit, in 
effect was seeking to compel the 
company to show its service would 
be for the public convenience and 
necessity, whereas there was no 
authority to compel the company 
to offer such proof. 


Counsel for the state contended 


the commission would have 
no 


hesitancy In granting the truck 
line a permit to do interstate hau>- 
Ing only, but said the 
difficulty 


before the commission was that 
the company's application was so 
prepared as to leave the whole 
matter unclear.
